SINCE  the  Council's  last  Report  work  has  been  commenced 
upon  the  repairs  to  St.  Mary’s  Abbey  and  is  being 
continued.  So  far  the  sum  of  £879  17s.  6d.  has  been 
received  or  promised  towards  the  £4,500  required  if  the  whole 
of  the  work  has  to  be  carried  out.  Once  again  the  Council 
appeals  to  all  members  of  the  Society  and  the  general  public 
to  give  what  assistance  they  can  in  order  that  this  important 
work  may  be  completed.

The  Council  are  pleased  to  note  a  very  marked  increase 
in  the  attendance  at  the  lectures,  the  number  having  more 
than  doubled  itself  during  the  past  Session. 

Finance. — The  year  opened  with  a  credit  balance  of 
£234  9s.  lid.  For  the  year  there  was  an  excess  of  income 
over  expenditure  of  £187  15s.  lid.,  and  after  paying  £150  to 
the  Abbey  Restoration  Fund  and  other  items  there  remained 
a  credit  balance  of  £172  Is.  Id.  on  December  31st. 

The  Million  Shilling  Fund  stands  at  £53  6s.  2d.,  and  the 
Reed  Bequest  shows  a  credit  balance  of  £32  10s.  lid. 

The  “H.  J.  Wilkinson  Memorial  Fund”  has  been  increased 
by  £56  15s.  0d.,  and  now  stands  at  £185  15s.  lOd. 

The  total  amount  received  or  promised  to  the  St.  Mary’s 
Abbey  Restoration  Fund  up  to  December  31st  was  £879  17s.  6d., 
and  of  this  sum  £546  Os.  lid.  has  already  been  spent. 

Mr.  Geoffrey  Thompson  attended,  as  the  Society’s  delegate, 
the  International  Numismatic  Congress  held  in  London,  from 
June  30th  to  July  3rd.  ( 

The  Tempest  Anderson  Hall  was  cleaned  and  redecorated 
in  August,  and  the  occasion  was  taken  to  make  certain 
improvements  in  the  heating  and  ventilating  apparatus, 
which  have  added  greatly  to  the  comfort  of  the  Hall. 
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During  the  year  (May  13th)  a  member  of  the  Staff  of 
the  Meteorological  Office  made  an  inspection  of  the  meteoro¬ 
logical  instruments,  records,  etc.,  on  the  Society’s  Station, 
and  reported  all  to  be  in  order. 

The  Council  deeply  regret  the  loss  by  death  of  the  following 
members  :  The  Rt.  Hon.  Lord  Deramore,  who  had  been  a 
Trustee  of  the  Society  since  1901  ;  Prof.  P.  F.  Kendall,  F.R.S., 
who  had  been  an  Honorary  Member  since  1924  ;  Mr.  H. 
Sowden,  who  for  many  years  was  an  active  worker  in  the 
Natural  History  Section,  and  Honorary  Curator  of  Conchology 
since  1930,  and  Mr.  G.  W.  Daniel,  who  had  been  a  member 
since  1920  and  a  member  of  the  Council  since  1929. 

By  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  Council  Dr.  Frank  Elgee, 
Hon.  Curator  of  the  Dorman  Memorial  Museum,  Middles¬ 
brough,  and  James  R.  Ogden,  J.P.,  F.S.A.,  of  Harrogate, 
were  elected  Honorary  Members. 

The  Council  desire  to  thank  the  Honorary  Curators  for 
their  services  during  the  year,  and  to  place  on  record  their 
appreciation  of  the  work  of  the  Keeper  of  the  Museum. 

Field  Naturalists’  Section.  The  year  1936  has  been 
marked  by  the  very  special  losses  the  Section  has  sustained 
by  the  deaths  of  several  prominent  members. 

Mr.  William  Bellerby,  one  of  the  oldest,  if  not  the  oldest 
member  ;  Mr.  Charles  Featherstone  a  recent  President,  and 
a  serving  member  of  Council ;  Mr.  Harry  Sowden,  our 
Honorary  Librarian,  and  a  constant  worker  on  behalf  of  the 
Society  ;  and  also  two  of  our  Honorary  Members,  Mr.  F.  A. 
Mason,  of  Leeds,  our  well-known  authority  and  helper  in 
Mycology,  and  Mr.  Hugh  Richardson  formerly  of  Bootham 
School. 

The  regular  meetings  have  been  held  in  accordance  with 
the  published  programme,  and  there  is  no  lack  of  interest  in 
Natural  History  subjects  amongst  the  enthusiastic  few. 

The  valuable  work  of  individual  members  continues,  and 
in  particular  the  investigations  and  observations  by  Mr. 
S.  Melmore  on  “Glaciation  in  Yorkshire”  ;  a  thesis  on  “Askham 
Bog,  its  history  and  ecology”  by  Miss  N.  Day  ;  and  the  careful 
work  of  Mr.  A.  Smith  on  the  microlepidoptera  in  Yorkshire, 
are  well  deserving  of  mention. 

We  should  much  like  to  see  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
working  members  in  the  Section.  With  this  end  in  view  a 
scheme  has  been  proposed  and  passed,  whereby  bona-fide 
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students  at  a  University,  College  or  School  may  be  allowed 
to  become  members  of  the  Section  at  a  reduced  fee.

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THE  YORKSHIRE  MUSEUM. 


REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1936. 


DURING  the  past  year  a  considerable  amount  of  time  has 
been  devoted  to  the  rearrangement  of  various 
Collections  with  the  view  of  making  room  for  the 
numerous  additions  which  have  been  received.  Although  it 
has  not  been  possible  to  accomplish  much  in  this  direction, 
here  and  there  additional  space  has  been  obtained  without 
unduly  crowding  the  specimens. 

The  cases  in  the  British  Bird  Room  have  ah  been  cleaned 
as  also  the  Collections  in  the  gallery. 

There  has  been  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of 
visitors  and  particularly  the  schools,  etc.  (see  p.  33). 

The  number  of  inquiries  relating  to  the  archaeology, 
antiquities,  natural  history  and  geology  of  the  County  have 
greatly  increased.  More  than  ever  the  Museum  seems  to  be 
regarded  as  the  source  from  which  information  may  be 
obtained.  As  can  readily  be  understood  this  has  involved 
much  research  and  time  on  the  part  of  the  Keeper  and  his  staff. 

The  Institution  of  Mechanical  Engineers  held  its  Summer 
Meeting  at  York,  from  June  8th — 12th,  with  the  Yorkshire 
Museum  as  its  headquarters.  The  Lord  Mayor  received  the 
members  and  guests  in  the  Tempest  Anderson  Hall. 

The  Yorkshire  Numismatic  Society  held  its  Summer 
Meeting  in  the  Museum  on  July  25th. 

The  Yorkshire  Architectural  and  York  Archaeological 
Society  continues  to  hold  its  meetings  and  house  its  Library 
in  the  Museum. 
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Educational  Work. — During  the  year,  843  children 
from  Schools  in  the  City  attended  the  Museum  for  study  and 
instruction,  and  134  students  from  the  City  School  of  Arts 
and  Crafts. 

The  Collections  or  Specimens  have  been  studied  by  : —

W.  J.  Varley,  M.A.,  University  of  Liverpool ;  Miss  Fran9oise 
Henry,  Musee  Antiquites  Nationales,  St.  Germain-en-Laye  ; 
W.  F.  Stuhlman,  Princetown  University,  U.S.A.  ;  O.  G.  S. 
Crawford,  B.A.,  F.S.A.,  Southampton  ;  H.  O’Neill  Hencken, 
Harvard  University,  U.S.A.  ;  Humphrey  Sutherland,  Ash¬ 
molean  Museum,  Oxford ;  R.  Towers,  Cheltenham ;  Miss 
Levett,  Alnmouth  ;  T.  D.  Kendrick,  M.A.,  F.S.A.,  British 
Museum,  London,  and  the  Rev.  Frank  Spencer,  York. 

Turning  to  the  different  departments  of  the  Museum  : — 

Ethnology. — Amongst  the  additions  to  the  Collections 
are  a  very  fine  Loom  for  linen  weaving,  used  by  Mrs.  E.  S. 
Horton  when  she  lived  at  Keldholme,  Kirby  Moorside, 
presented  by  The  Guild  of  St.  George,  London ;  a  York 
Searcher’s  Badge,  presented  by  Mrs.  Benson,  and  many 
prints  and  drawings  of  St.  Mary’s  Abbey  and  old  York,  the 
gift  of  Mr.  J.  Triffitt,  Mr.  W.  A.  Cooper,  Mr.  S.  R.  B.  Franks, 
and  the  late  Mr.  H.  Sowden. 

Astronomy. — All  the  instruments  are  in  good  adjustment 
and  order.  The  Observatory  is  open  to  members  on  lecture 
nights,  providing  the  weather  is  favourable,  and  at  other  times 
by  arrangement. 

Geology. — The  Council  would  welcome  the  services  of 
any  member  possessing  the  necessary  knowledge  and  leisure 
to  fill  the  vacant  Honorary  Curatorship  in  Geology.  The 
Collections  in  this  Department  are  extensive,  and  offer  a 
wide  field  for  research. 

Botany. — The  H.  J.  Wilkinson  Memorial  Library. — This 
Library  is  kept  adjacent  to  the  Herbarium  to  facilitate  reference 
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to  both  books  and  specimens.  During  the  current  year  the 
Museum  Staff  has  revised  the  Card  Index  of  the  volumes;  this 
index  is  now  in  two  sections,  arranged  alphabetically,  the  one 
section  by  Authors,  the  other  by  Titles.  The  volumes  are 
available  for  the  use  of  members,  and  the  Library  has  already 
proved  a  valuable  addition  to  the  Museum. 

Herbarium,  British  Section. — The  various  collections 
which  were  arranged  and  classified  by  the  late  Hon.  Curator 
have  been  inspected  and  are  in  good  order.  The  glazed  index 
sheets  are  now  mounted  on  the  wall  by  the  cabinets  enabling 
any  specimen  to  be  quickly  located. 

Herbarium,  Foreign  Section. — The  collection  of  mounted 
plants,  comprising  44  orders,  which  were  collected  by  Richard 
Spruce  in  1845,  in  the  P}/renees,  have  been  examined  and 
arranged  temporarily  in  drawers  so  that  they  are  now  easily 
accessible  for  inspection  ;  the  specimens  are  in  fair  condition. 
A  beginning  has  also  been  made  with  the  sorting  and  classi¬ 
fying  of  a  large  collection  of  the  plants  of  Greece.  This 
collection  consists  of  ten  parcels  of  unmounted  plants,  many  of 
which  owing  to  their  condition  may  prove  of  little  value. 

The  Gardens. — A  systematic  survey  of  the  trees  in  the 
Society’s  grounds  has  been  commenced.  The  grounds  have 
been  divided  into  nine  sections  and  a  large  scale  plan  prepared 
on  which  the  trees  are  being  charted.  When  this  is  complete, 
data  will  be  available  as  to  what  species  the  gardens  contain 
and  where  they  are  located.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will  be  of 
some  value  both  to  students  and  visitors,  and  also  to  the 
Garden  Committee  when  replacing  or  providing  specimens. 

Zoology. — The  whole  of  the  collections  have  been 
maintained  in  good  condition  throughout  the  year.  There 
have  been  no  additions  during  that  period  as  owing  to  the 
lack  of  adequate  space  it  is  impossible  at  present  to  consider 
any  expansion  in  this  department.  All  the  cases  in  the 
British  Bird  Room  have  been  inspected  and  thoroughly 
cleaned,  as  also  the  collections  in  the  Bird  Gallery. 

Numismatics. — This  year’s  work  has  mainly  consisted  in 
further  revision  of  the  classification  and  labelling  of  the  entire 
collection  of  Coins,  Medals,  and  Provincial  Bank-notes. 

By  donations  and  exchange,  14  Yorkshire  or  York  Coins, 
Medals  and  Bank-notes  have  been  added  to  the  collections, 
and  the  most  notable  other  gift  has  been  one  of  45  Roman 
bronze  coins  by  the  late  Dr.  F.  W.  M.  Greaves,  of  Leeds. 
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The  Society  is  much  indebted  to  Miss  Anne  S.  Robertson 
(until  recently  engaged  on  research  at  the  Department  of 
Coins  and  Medals,  British  Museum)  for  her  work  on  the  find 
in  1891  at  Langwith  (about  7  miles  south-east  of  York)  of 
over  6,000  Constantinian  coins  which  have  not  previously 
been  fully  examined.  She  has  prepared  a  report  and  a  list 
showing  details  of  mint-marks,  etc.,  of  the  1,015  coins  still 
remaining  in  the  original  pot  in  the  Society's  possession. 
The  Society’s  Hon.  Curator  of  Coins  has  prepared,  in  con¬ 
junction  with  her,  a  similar  list  of  other  coins  from  the  same 
hoard  which  are  in  the  Society’s  cabinets  or  which  have 
already  been  recorded.  These  particulars  are  being  collated 
and  will  shortly  be  available  for  reference  in  manuscript  form, 
but  are  unfortunately  too  long  for  publication  in  full  in  this 
Report. 

The  following  extract  from  Miss  Robertson’s  detailed 
article  in  the  Numismatic  Chronicle,  Vol.  xvi,  Series  v,  No.  63, 
1936,  pp.  235-244,  shows  the  importance  of  her  work  : 

“Of  the  1,015  coins,  62  per  cent,  are  earlier  than  A.D.  324, 
21  per  cent,  of  A.D.  324-330,  16  per  cent,  of  A.D.  330-340, 
and  less  than  1  per  cent,  later  than  A.D.  340.” 

There  is,  therefore,  little  doubt  “that  the  6,000  included 
only  these  rulers,  types  (with  the  possible  addition  of  a  few 
of  great  rarity),  and  mints  (with  the  same  proviso),  and  that 
in  proportions  very  similar  probably  to  those  of  the  1,015 
coins,  which  have  been  protected  from  a  selective  eye  by  the 
thick  green  coating  which  until  recently  covered  them. 
Moreover,  since  the  coins  in  Spink’s  list  were  said  to  be  all 
in  very  fine  condition,  and  the  1,015  now  examined,  except 
three  of  A.D.  313-317,  are  almost  all  in  mint  condition,  the 
few  cases  of  illegibility  being  due  to  corrosion,  the  original 
6,000  must  have  been  almost  all  in  mint  condition. 

A  hoard  of  this  composition  is  entirely  without  parallel 
among  those  of  the  very  numerous  hoards  of  Constantinian 
coins  that  have  been  recorded  in  any  detail.  Those  which 
show  a  preponderance  of  Constantine  I  and  II  and  Crispus, 
and  therefore  of  issues  of  c.  317-326,  the  period  during  which 
coins  of  Crispus  were  struck,  include  only  a  very  few  of  A.D. 
330-333.  On  the  other  hand,  those  which  include  a  very  few 
coins  of  A.D.  340  or  shortly  after  are  almost  entirely  composed 
of  issues  of  A.D.  330-340.  These  two  classes  include  many 
hoards  whose  contents  were  said  to  be  in  very  fine  or  mint 
condition,  thus  showing  that  c.  A.D.  330  and  again  c.  A.D.  340 
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Britain  was  flooded  with  a  mass  of  coins  almost  all  minted 
within  the  decade  preceding,  many  of  which  were  at  once 
hoarded.  The  owner  of  the  Langwith  hoard  clearly  benefited 
by  the  first  of  these  influxes,  but  not  by  the  second,  the  few 
coins  of  A.D.  330-340  which  are  included  having  probably  been 
acquired  through  the  usual  channels.  This  fact,  combined 
with  the  very  small  proportion  of  coins  with  VICTORIAE 
DD  AVGGQ  NN  (only  seven  occur  in  the  1,015  examined  and 
none  in  Spink’s  list)  a  type  which  is  known  to  have  been 
issued  in  large  quantities,  suggests  that  the  date  of  burial 
was  A.D.  340  or  very  shortly  after. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  hoards  of  Constantinian  coins  have 
been  recorded  for  Yorkshire  from  Kettlewell,  Newton  Kyme 
near  Tadcaster,  Swine,  Thornton,  and  Wakefield  (two). 
Unfortunately  none  of  these  have  been  fully  examined,  but 
in  those  from  Swine  and  Wakefield  the  latest  recorded  coins 
are  of  A.D.  330-340.  It  seems  very  probable,  therefore,  that 
there  were  serious  disturbances  in  Yorkshire  about  the  year 
A.D.  340.” 

The  Honorary  Curator  represented  the  Society  at  the 
International  Numismatic  Congress  and  Centenary  of  the 
Royal  Numismatic  Society  in  London  from  June  30th  to 
July  3rd,  and  the  very  fine  specially  designed  commemorative 
medal  has  been  added  to  the  collection. 

Ceramics. — The  Ceramic  Collections  in  the  Museum  have 
been  maintained  in  good  order  during  the  past  year,  and  the 
cases  on  the  east  side  of  the  Hall  and  part  of  those  on  the 
south  side  have  been  cleaned  and  recoloured,  and  all  the 
specimens  in  them  have  been  cleaned  and  put  back.  A  few 
specimens  have  been  acquired  during  the  year. 

Library. — During  the  year  52  volumes  have  been  added 
by  purchase,  and  38  by  presentation,  in  addition  to  the  usual 
unbound  memoirs. 

The  number  of  volumes  borrowed  was  188. 

Meteorology. — Statistics  of  Station :  Longitude 
lc  5'  W.  ;  Latitude  55°  57'  N.  ;  height  above  mean  sea  level 
56  feet. 

The  rainfall  for  1936  was  about  normal,  being  24.84 
inches,  0.55  inches  above  the  average  for  the  preceding  50 
years.  The  wettest  months  of  the  year  were  June,  January 
and  July,  when  the  totals  for  the  months  were  3.51,  3.31  and 
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3.01  inches  respectively.  March,  December  and  May  were 
the  driest  months  with  1.01,  1.30  and  1.31  inches  respectively. 

Temperature  ranged  from  81°  F.  on  June  21st  to  16'  F. 
on  January  19th  ;  the  range  of  temperature  for  1936  being 
thus  :  65°  F.,  the  same  as  in  1935.  A  mean  pressure  of 

1012.9  millibars  (1,000  millibars =29. 531  inches  of  mercury)  at 

M. S.L.  (corrected  for  diurnal  variations)  has  been  recorded  as 
against  1012.5  millibars  for  1935.  January  gave  the  lowest 
mean  for  the  year,  998.1  millibars,  February  next  with  1007.3 
millibars.  August  was  highest,  1018.8  millibars,  and  May 
next  with  1018.6  millibars.  The  extreme  range  was  1.937 
inches  as  compared  with  2.090  inches  in  1935.  The  highest 
reading  of  the  barometer  was  taken  December  23rd  at  9  a.m. 
viz.  ;  30.624  inches,  and  the  lowest  on  November  7th  at 
9  p.m.,  viz.  ;  28.687  inches. 

Snow  or  rain  fell  to  the  amount  of  24.84  inches  or 
631.0  mm.,  as  against  29.83  inches  or  757.7  mm.  for  1935, 
a  decrease  of  4.99  inches  or  126.7  mm.  for  the  year.  The 
heaviest  fall  of  the  year  occurred  on  June  12th  when  18.8  mm. 
(0.74  inches)  fell. 

Observations  of  Winds  show  that  during  1936  we  had 
‘'strong”  winds  on  13  days  (force  4-7  on  scale  0-10)  as  against 
7  in  1935,  and  “calm”  on  4  days,  2  days  less  than  1935.  The 
chief  winds  have  been  observed  as  S.  (88),  N.  (69),  W.  (64), 

N. W.  (52),  S.W.  (33),  and  S.E.  (22). 

Thunder  was  heard  on  14  days,  snow  or  sleet  fell  on  14 
days,  as  against  22  days  in  1935  ;  and  there  were  hailstorms 
on  6  days,  as  against  3  days  the  previous  year. 

Bright  Sunshine  was  recorded  1303.6  hours  as  against 

1465.9  hours  in  1935,  a  decrease  of  162.3  hours  for  the  year. 
The  daily  mean  was  3.56  hours,  and  the  percentage  of  possible 
sunshine  29,  as  against  33  in  1935.

NOTE  ON  A  MITHRAIC  STONE  AT  YORK. 

By  Will  C.  Priestley, 

Curator  of  the  Corinium  Museum,  Cirencester. 

The  photograph  of  the  “Roman  Memorial  Tablet”  in 
the  Yorkshire  Museum,  York,  depicts  the  restored  remains 
of  a  rectangular  block  of  stone,  its  front  face  worked  into  the 
form  of  an  alcove,  in  which  stands  in  high  relief  the  figure  of 
a  Mithraic  torch-bearer.  We  have  here  a  Dadophorus  that 
must  once  have  formed  part  of  that  usual  Mithraic  triad 
Mithra  slaying  the  bull — with  torch-bearing  attendants — the 
Cavtes  and  the  Cavtopates — arranged  on  the  right  and  on  the 
left  of  the  Taurine  Altar-piece.  Taking  into  careful  consider¬ 
ation  the  style  and  relief  of  this  stone  from  the  Mount,  it 
certainly  does  not  appear  to  have  formed  a  part  of  the  well- 
known  Mithraic  bas-relief  discovered  in  Micklegate  in  1747  as 
has  been  suggested.  However,  it  is  well  to  remember  that  a 
few  excavated  Mithraea  have  revealed  examples  of  these 
Dadophori — as  accessories— apart  from  their  figures  being  cut 
on  the  principal  slab  (1).  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  both 
stones  have  been  found  not  so  very  far  apart,  on  the  same 
side  of  the  City  ;  and  not  far  from  the  line  of  the  same  Roman 
road. 

The  figure  wears  the  conventional  Phrygian  costume  and 
cap,  with  a  cloak  (or  animal  skin)  thrown  over  the  shoulders 
and  secured  in  the  usual  manner,  by  a  large  circular  fibula 
above  its  right  shoulder  (2).  This  cloak  (or  skin)  falls  loosely 
down  and  would  pass  behind  the  legs  (now  broken  away), 
returning  upward  in  a  circular  sweep  just  beyond  the  figure's 
left  leg,  as  is  evident  from,  the  photograph,  and  then  disappears 
behind  the  tunic  (3),  whilst  its  right  hand  (now  defective) 
holds  the  torch  downwards. 

The  peculiar  feature  of  this  Dadophorus  is  the  position 
of  its  left  hand  against  the  cheek  ;  neither  Cumont  nor  Lajard 
illustrate  such  a  posture,  though  examples  have  turned  up 
with  the  hand  supporting  the  chin  (4). 
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The  only  exact  parallel  with  which  I  am  acquainted  was 
unearthed  at  Manchester  in  1821  ;  it  is  a  crude  piece  of  work, 
but  it  undoubtedly  shows  the  figure’s  left  hand  in  the 
uncommon  pose  seen  in  the  York  example  (5).  This 
Manchester  figure  has  the  legs  crossed,  as  is  very  usual,  though 
many  instances  occur  where  the  torch-bearer  stands  erect  as  if 
“at  attention”  (6),  the  right  hand  holds  the  torch  inverted, 
the  flame  touching  the  ground.  As  the  square  panel  of  this 
stone  containing  the  relief  has  ampler  bordering  and  is 
moulded  on  the  right,  while  remaining  plain  and  narrow  on  the 
left,  there  are  good  grounds  for  believing  it  originally  formed 
the  extreme  right-hand  stone  of  the  group. 

The  position  occupied  by  the  York  monument  in  relation 
to  such  a  group  is  problematical,  for,  unlike  the  example  cited, 
it  appears  to  carry  a  plain  border  around  it,  which  tends  to 
suggest  the  monument  may  have  stood  as  a  separate  unit, 
i.e.,  as  an  accessory  to  a  main  slab,  to  which  allusion  has 
already  been  made.  On  such  slabs  a  very  large  proportion 
of  these  Dadophori  with  torches  inverted  are  situated  on  the 
observer’s  left,  but  there  appears  to  be  no  “hard  and  fast” 
rule  ;  some  hold  the  torch  inverted  on  the  right-hand  side  (7), 
in  fact  occasionally  we  find  both  figures  holding  inverted 
torches  (8),  or  both  are  raised  (9). 

Notwithstanding,  I  find  on  most  of  the  finer  sculptured 
slabs,  that  have  emerged  from  important  sites,  the  raised 
torch  on  the  right,  and  the  inverted  one  on  the  left  (10),  and 
in  these  it  appears  to  be  the  rule.

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NOTES  ON  SOME  ROMAN  MASK  OR  FACE  VASES 
IN  THE  YORKSHIRE  MUSEUM. 

By  Dr.  Walter  E.  Collinge,  F.S.A. 

The  Yorkshire  Museum  possesses  nine  examples  of  Roman 
Mask  or  Face  Vases  either  complete  or  fragmentary,  seven 
examples  of  the  masks  or  faces,  and  one  part  of  a  face. 

May  1  briefly  described  five  of  the  vases. 

There  are  numerous  references  by  ancient  and  modern 
writers  to  vessels  ornamented  with  faces,  but  they  do  not 
all  refer  to  the  same  class  of  vessels. 

The  pottery  and  vases  described  by  Schuchhardt 2  from 
excavations  in  Troy  are  scarcely  comparable  to  those  described 
and  figured  here.  They  seem  to  be  rather  an  ‘ 'artistic 
endeavour”  of  a  somewhat  crude  order. 

Our  specimens  may  be  classified  as  follows  : — 

a.  Grey  ware,  with  face  on  side  of  the  vessel,  three 
handles.

b.  Vessels  composed  wholly  of  head  and  neck,  no 
handles.  4  examples. 

c.  Vessels  with  face  or  mask  on  the  neck,  single  handle. 
2  examples. 

d.  Vessel  with  small  face  on  the  neck,  red  slip  coating, 
two  handles.  1  example. 

No.  1.  The  earliest  specimen  we  have  is  a  fragment  of 
a  large  wide-mouth  Olla,  with  a  rude  representation  of  a 
human  face  (incomplete)  upon  the  shoulder. 

May3  thus  describes  it,  “The  outside  edge  of  the  rim  is 
ornamented  with  two  square  cut  mouldings  notched  across 
and  carefully  finished.  At  the  joining  of  the  neck  and  shoulder 
are  two  round  mouldings  or  cordons.  Of  two  small  three- 
ribbed  handles  of  square  section  one  4  only  is  preserved.  The 
eyes  and  lips  are  represented  by  bosses  of  clay  slit  across  with 
a  knife.  The  ear  is  also  an  applied  strip  of  clay.  The  eye¬ 
brows  are  similarly  formed,  but  suggest  goat-horns — those  of 
the  god  Pan.  The  nose  and  chin  are  simply  out-pressed  from 
the  inside.

Probably  late  first  or  early  second  century. 

No.  2.  Vessel  in  the  form  of  a  complete  female  head. 
Open  at  the  top  with  distinct  finished  rim.  Hair  represented 
by  incised  lines.  Eye-brows,  eye-lids,  and  lips  rudely  moulded. 

Height  Ilf  in.,  greatest  diameter  8|  in. 

Found  in  the  York  Cemetery,  1888. 

No.  3.  Vessel  in  the  form  of  a  complete  female  head. 
Open  at  the  top,  rim  broken  away.  Locks  of  hair  represented 
by  grooved  spirals  in  front  of  the  ears  and  deeply  grooved 
fL-shaped  incisions  on  the  sides  and  front  of  the  head,  criss¬ 
cross  incisions  behind  the  ears.  Eye-brows,  eye-lids,  and 
lips  rudely  moulded. 

Height  10 J  in.,  greatest  diameter  1\  in. 

Found  during  excavations  in  Priory  Street,  York,  1874. 

No.  4.  Vessel  in  the  form  of  a  complete  female  head. 
Open  at  the  top  with  distinct  finished  rim.  Face  coated 
with  dull  reddish-brown  pigment,  which  is  also  used  to  indicate 
the  hair,  and  there  are  two  circular  bands  of  a  similar  colour 
around  the  neck.  Features  rather  damaged  and  indistinct. 

Height  74  in.,  greatest  diameter  4|  in. 

Found  in  St.  Helen’s  Road,  Dringhouses,  York,  5  feet 
below  the  surface,  1904. 

No.  5.  This  vase  is  in  the  form  of  a  complete  female 
head.  The  opening  on  the  top  is  encircled  with  a  deep  plain 
rim,  while  the  base  is  formed  by  the  flat  lower  portion  of  the 
neck.  By  a  series  of  incised  shallow  grooves  the  hair  is 
indicated  as  being  tightly  drawn  back  from  the  face  and 
spirally  knotted  at  the  nape  of  the  neck.  The  nose  and  eyes 
are  prominent. 

Light  reddish-brown  clay. 

Height  4J  in.,  greatest  diameter  3|  in. 

Found  in  Fishergate,  York,  1855.  E.  Coll.  Ralph 
Weatherley. 

No.  6.  This  consists  of  the  face  and  part  of  the  neck  and 
the  handle  of  a  vessel.  On  the  front  side  is  a  female  face, 
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around  the  upper  portion  of  which  is  a  raised  band  notched 
across  to  represent  a  fillet,  and  across  the  forehead  a  further 
raised  band  in  the  form  of  a  diadem.  The  hair  and  eye-brows 
are  represented  by  painted  bands  of  reddish-brown  pigment. 

On  the  opposite  side  there  is  a  flat  double  band,  square, 
four  ribbed  handle. 

Whitish-grey  clay. 

Height  2£  in.,  greatest  diameter  2f  in. 

Found  during  the  Railway  Excavations,  York,  1873. 

No.  7.  This  is  more  fragmentary  than  No.  6,  but  of  a 
similar  type.  Around  the  sides  of  the  head  are  a  series  of 
seven  raised  bands  painted  over  with  reddish-brown  pigment 
to  represent  the  hair. 

Whitish-grey  clay. 

Found  during  the  Railway  Excavations,  York,  1873. 

No.  8.  Vase  with  the  face  on  the  front  of  the  neck,  and 
on  the  opposite  side  there  are  indications  that  there  was  a 
short  handle,  very  probably  similar  to  that  of  No.  6.  There 
are  three  double  circles  of  dull  reddish-brown  pigment ;  the 
first  just  below  the  neck,  the  second  round  the  body,  and  the 
third  towards  the  base. 

Whitish-yellow  clay. 

Height  8|  in.,  greatest  diameter  5J  in. 

Found  during  excavations  on  the  site  of  the  new  Odeon 
Cinema,  Blossom  Street,  York,  1936,  and  presented  by  Mr. 
Oscar  Deutsch. 

In  the  British  Museum  there  is  a  vase  in  ‘'yellow  ware 
with  designs  painted  in  brown/’  ...  “with  human  face  and 
inscription  in  brown  DO  MIIRCURIO  (I  give  this  to 
Mercury).”  There  is  also  a  further  one  from  Hit  chin1. 

No.  9.  This  specimen  was  described  as  follows  by  Dr. 
William  S.  Cortis,  of  Filey,  in  1857. 2 

“The  material  is  a  fine  clay — burnt  red,  much  inferior  to 
the  samian  ware,  but  probably  ranking  next  to  it.  The  jar, 
a  wine  vessel,  is  profusely  ornamented  with  a  scroll  in  white 
paint,  stands  about  18  inches  high,  and  is  about  14  inches  in

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diameter  at  its  widest  part,  has  two  handles,  and  on  the  rim 
between  them  a  face,  apparently  of  Bacchus  ;  on  the  opposite 
side  a  little  plain  carving  to  correspond.” 

The  dimensions  given  by  Cortis  are  inaccurate,  the  height 
is  13f  in.,  and  the  greatest  diameter  94  in. 

May’s  figure  shows  the  handles  much  too  slender.  From 
side  to  side  they  measure  just  over  one  inch.  Moreover,  the 
face  is  not  in  the  middle  between  the  two  handles,  but  much 
nearer  the  right  handle. 

Of  this  specimen  May  writes;  “Amphora,  in  shape  suggestive 
of  the  Mycenean  bugelkanne”  or  false-necked  vase,  broken 
and  wired  together,  but  complete  ;  the  mouth  still  sealed  with 
clay,  and  the  contents  undetermined,  supposed  to  be  burnt 
bones  ;  the  handles  roughly  semi-circular. 

Dark  reddish  paste  with  lighter  red  slip  coating. 

Ornaments  affixed  to  the  upper  cylindrical  portion  of 
the  neck  on  either  side  :  (1)  a  human  face  with  somewhat 

tragical  expression,  (2)  a  vertical  strip  of  clay  (false  or  rudi¬ 
mentary  handle)  2  inches  long  by  f  inch  wide. 

On  the  shoulder  below  the  neck,  a  row  of  uo  shaped 
scrolls ;  on  the  upper  portion  of  the  body,  running  and 
winding  scrolls  bordered  by  engrailments,  all  in  white  paint. 

Castor  fabric.” 

Found  at  Carr  Naze,  Filey,  1857. 

In  addition  to  the  above  there  are  six  female  faces  of  whitish 
grey  clay,  not  unlike  Nos.  6  and  7.  There  is  also  a  male  face 
in  reddish  clay,  wearing  a  cap.  The  moustache,  beard,  and 
side  whiskers  are  clearly  moulded  as  well  as  the  hair  on  the 
forehead. 

All  the  above  were  found  in  the  Roman  Cemetery  at  York, 
and  obtained  during  the  Railway  Excavations  of  1874. 

Finally  there  is  part  of  a  face,  in  red  clay,  showing  large 
eyes  and  nose.  This  was  found  during  excavations  in 
Huntington  Road,  York,  in  1926. 
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
